M hen HIwafleIdem Fled 

Joeepj Folsom receully published an 
Interesting articles on tbe historic sub¬ 
ject, “The Bailie of Iren Ion." In de 
scrlblug luuldeiila piecedllg lhal bailie 
he Sa)S . 

‘‘Newark al thle time uiUsl have been 
In a ohaollo social slate, with wagons 
departing for Morrlslowu, Caldwell and 
elsewhere towaid the uiouutalua, Oil 
xeus had been advised to do this two 
weeks previously by Dr. Win. Buruett, 
ohalimau of Ihs Commlttss of Safety, 
who received s letter from Washington, 
wrlitsu al White Plains, dated Novem¬ 
ber 7, suggesting tbsl ell those who 
lived near ibe water tbould remove their 
slock, gra n and carriages beck Into the 
country, to prevent them from falling 
Into tbe bands of General Howe's army. 

“Caldwell was the favorite biding 
place tor many who lived In the Ward- 
seeaon or Elootuffeld district. Jacob 
Ward kept the public bouse at Ward- 
seeaoo. It was kxvtad near the centre 
ot the present Bloomfield, on the 'old 
road to Newark,' WQeu he beard that a 
party ot British toragsrs was approach¬ 
ing he hastily prepared to move to Oald- 
well, where hr owned a fa m. Several 
ox loads of goods were made resdy, and 
with theexoegtlon of oue all were gotten 
■ way aafely. The last one, however, 
wss captured by tbe enemy, and to 
escape being made a prisoner hlmseir 
Jacob Ward hid iu the underbrush along 
Toney # brook. It Is said that the delay 
In getting the last load off was caused 
by somebody forgetting to take 
the baby aud the necessity of returning 
for It. 

“In 1789, according to a Slate law, s 
Commission brought In a report of losses 
■ustslusd by Inhabitants of Essex 
County through depredstlous of the 
British army, and lu tbe Wariieessou 
IUI, Jacob Ward's losses are appraised 
si £162 6-6 tor tbe year 1776. Wttn but 
a few exceptions all tbs BloomQeld 
losses occurred lu tbe year of the re¬ 
treat. aud this fact ealabl.abes ibe date 
for most of the Revolutionary traditions 
that remain. 

“On the road from Second river (Belle¬ 
ville) to Wardseesou, a number of Inci¬ 
dents occurred. A party of British sur¬ 
rounded the old Moidab Wlnne stone 
nouse, which elbl bears the date In Iron 
Qguree, 1666, aud a soldier puuohed a 
bole in the glass over the rear entrance 
door with his wsyonet. At soother 
bouse, that of s Mrs. King, tbe bostsse 
Invited the soldiers to come In sod dine, 
hoping by this conciliatory measure to 
save her neighbors from molestation. 
WbsB a farmer earned Bergen beard of 
the approach ot tbe foragers, be led out 
bis best horse, sod giving It s klok, sent 
It surprised sod frlgbteoed Into t s 
woods, where It wss later found by Us 
owner. 

“Every town along tbe line ot tbe re¬ 
treat must have been tbe scene of many 
Interesting, as well as many unhappy. 
Incidents. WaahUgtoo left Newark on 
November ?8. and arrived at New Bruns¬ 
wick on tbe next day, where the army 
remained uotll December 1."

With President Truesdaio'a retutu 
from abroad It 1» expected tbat work oo 
tbe new Twenty-thin atre t terminal of 
tbe Leck-iwauua Bailioad lu New York 
will be begun vety shortly. Tbe plaus 
Call for a atructute 225 feet long, extend¬ 
ing from the £ le ferry to Twenty-third 
street. 

Tbe bulidlog le to be entirely of steel, 
aud will be oie of tbe moat modern and 
oooiplele ferry houses In New Y'ork. A 
unique feature of ita oonstructloo will 
be tbe exterior, wblob I* to be entirely 
of oopper. There will be a central door, 
surmounted by a dome 136 feet blgb. 
Tbiee ferry slips will be provided, afford¬ 
ing frequent service, not only to tbe 
Lackawanna Railroad's terminal, but 
also to Fourteenth street, Hoboken. 
Tbere will be waiting rooms on tbe Aral 
and second Bo re, and a* toon as tbe 
road secuies Its fleet of double-decked 
ferryboats passenger* Will be able to 
board tbe boats i Ireot from tbe upper 
floors. 

rue building will have four arched 
entrances, with a oovered archway fifty 
feet wide. This will enable vehicles con¬ 
tain lug paaaengera to secure ample pro¬ 
tection In Inclement weather. It la 
planned also to have surface cars 
traverse tracks oarrled beneath these 
arches, so Ihst passengers may be de¬ 
livered direct to the enlranoe of the 
nuildlng. 

Tbe road also has In mind the estab 
llshment of so up-to-date osb sod car¬ 
riage service for tbe benefit of Its pat- 
ro s, and a superintendent will be In 
oonstsnt attendance It Is probabl# that 
befors these plane are completed ad¬ 
ditional buildings for the accommodation 
of railroad traffic will be determined 
upon, which will make th« length of 
tbe structure approximately 660 feet.
